nizance apparently was being taken of 
this theory. Rehn even said that Leo- 
pold would niit be taken before the 
grand jury because what he knew was 
not considered of 
sufficient 
impor- 
tance.

PUNISHING DRUNKEN DRIVER 
"We wish to commend the judges for 


the greater vigor with which they are ad- 
ministering the law against drunken 
driving this year. So far they have made 
a good beginning. 
More have been 


jailed and barred from the right to drive 
than have' been fined. This is as it 


. ehould be. It is what The Post-Crescent 
has pleaded for and demanded the last 
several years. Not until the last legis- 
lative session was there a law on the stat- 
ute books which directly empowered 
courts, in addition to barring or fining of- 
fenders, which specifically authorized 
them to enter an order prohibiting a per- 
son convicted of drunken driving from 
operating a motor vehicle of any kind. 


This section of the statute puts teeth 


into the law designed to protect the public 
against drunken driving. It is the one ef- 
fective means to stop this evil or to reduce 
it to a minimum. A man convicfed of driv- 
ing a motor car while intoxicated is not 
euftici'jutly impressei with thv gravity of 
this very serious misdemeanor by a fine. 
He is more soundly impressed, with it if 
he is sent to jail, but more than either, 
he is best taught his lesson if he is ruled 
off the road and denied the right to drive 
an automobile. A man who has so little 
Bclf-respect that he is willing to pay a 
heavy fine or even go to jail in violating 


--the law is-best taken care of by being put 


in a position where h,e cannot violate the 
law. 
This is done when the order of the 


court forbids him the privilege of driv- 
ing for a definite period. 
The more the 


courts utilize this section of the law the 
quicker they will rid the highways of this 
deadly menace to life and limb. 


The public is a unit for vigorous, even 


relentless, enforcement of the law against 
ili« drunken driver. It is for all practical 
purposes 100 per cent back of judges who 
do iheir duty in this respect fearlessly and 
firmly. The public wants the law en- 
forced and it wants it enforced in a way 
that will bring results. It has been proved 
beyond question that a fine does no good. 
The number of cases of this kind :n the 
local courts here each year have conclu- 
sively established this fact. The judge who 
bets out boldly to stamp out drunken driv- 
ing and employs unsparingly the ample 
weapons of law now provided will have 
1he support and appreciation of the pub- 
lic.

"We have had too high hopes for the rapid 
civilization of the Philippines. If it is to 
be a half-century job, perhaps 
some 


amendment of the present Philippine or- 
ganic act is advisable in order to make it 
possible to develop the rubber-growing 
potentialities of the islands and build up 
their wealth and commerce while the slow 
educational process is going on.

ringer Print association, and its mem- 
j«rghip is taken from those persons 
n the Federal government who are 
act&ely engaged in personal identi- 
fication by the use of finger prints. 


The announced purpose of this new 


society is to "employ the collective 
wisdom of the profession to advance 
the scientific technique of identifica- 
tion by research and the dissemination 
of knowledge so acquired to all the 
profession through the medium of as- 
sembling its members in session and 
by publications and other means." 


The Federal Finger Print associa 


tion, it is stated, will stand ready at 
all times to advise and assist the bus- 
iness man in every possible way thai 
will enable him to establish the identi- 
ty of his employees or help him in 
identifying 
the criminal who 
may 


jeopardize his interests. It will help 
any business • man who has already 
adopted the use of finger prints or 
the one who is contemplating such 
use. 
— Formerly to th« general public the 
word "finger print" has immediately 
brought to mind "criminal." There 
has been an effort- recently, however, 
to popularize finger printing. It is 
recognized by many that there are 
other very important uses for finger 
printing besides tracing and identify- 
ing1 the criminal. 


At the annual convention of the 


International Association for Identi- 
fication, which was held last August 
in Ontario. Canada, Major Munroe O. 
Toeves. of the Detroit Identification 
bureau, gave a very interesting talk 
on the subject of popularizing finger 
prints. 


Major Toeves first spoke of the fact 


that for a number of years the mili- 
tary branches of the Federal Govern- 
ment have made finger prints part of 
their records. He stressed the point 
that finger prints made possible the 
prompt and satisfactory settlement of 
claims for adjusted 
compensation.
